The United State« cou ld have retu rned to 
the gold standard after the hank ing crisis 
had passed, bu t the Roosevelt administra^ 
tk m chose deliberately to remain off gold 
« « Id to pu rsu e a policy of devalu ing the cu r- 
r« incy in terras of gold. 
The pu rpose of 
this policy w'as to raise commodity prices 
—the W arren theory of recovery, 
i'omraod- 
Igr prices, will rise proportionately to the 
decreaae In the am ou nt of gold In the dol­ 
ía« , the theory eays.

Because tbe yellow rec# fc the 
faateet multiplying race in the world Given 
adequate food and a place to expand in. its 
increase will proceed with the rapidity of 
algebraic progression. 
Even with a short­ 
age of food and confined terrltpry It is In­ 
creasing faster than th# white race. 
Most 
significant of all, the poorest of th* yellow 
people are multiplying faster than the poor­ 
est of the whites. 
Considering that th# 
white race Ie notoriously unproductive ta 
its upper strata, no prophet of the future 
possibly could foresee anything but second 
place for the Uaucaslons. 
The possibility that Tokyo may become 
the world's 
largest 
illy is more than a 
statistical curiosity. 
The Implication- 
of 
the growth predicted for it are highly im­ 
portant. 
They include, among other things, 
the necessity of realizing that Asia Is he- 
ginning to take an active Interest in its own 
destiny. 
Even now It is not a vast terri­ 
tory to ha exploited by outsiders, hut a co- 
tinent tieing drawn together by the aggre* 
sire policies of Japan.
